One Hunter Accidentally 
Shoot* and KIllH 



Frank Yount was shot and instant- 
ly killed about noon, last Thumday, 
by John Berge, under the following 
circumstances, as the News learns 
from 'Squire A. V. Weakley, who held 
the inquest: 

It appears that Yount and Berge, 
who were brothers-in-law, and two 
other men, all of whom live on Ben- 
son, were engaged in hunting near 
Buffalo Lick Church. The men had 
just partaken of their dinner In the 
woods, when Yount saw some birds 
in hiding among some brush near 
where he wus Bitting. Taking a stick 
he commenced poking in the brush 
heap to scare the birds out. He 
raised up as the birds flow out, and 
at the same time Berge fired at them, 
but Yount, being directly in line, the 
entire charge of shot, at short range, 
took effect In the side of his head, 
blowing the top of the skull off and 
exposing the brain He died with- 
out a struggle in the presence of his 
horrified companions. . Yount mar- 
ried a sister of "Snook" Mitchell, 
who was sent to the penitentiary at 
the last term of court for killing 
Wm. McCarty. He leaves a wife and 
four young children. A verdict of 
Accidental killing was rendered by 
the Coroner's inquest. — Shelby News.

POLSGROYE'S PISTOL. 

A Bloody Street Fight on Court 
Day, 

In Which the Man Shot at was 
Mortally Wounded. 

And Three Bystanders 
Received Bullets In 
tended for Him. 

k FAMILY FEUD IN BALD KNOB SETTLED 
IN THIS CITY. 

Monday morning, at about a quar- 
ter to twelve o'clock, a shooting 
affray took place on the corn er of Mai n 
and St Clair streets, whose result was 
one of the most bloody the city has 
ever known. 

Four men were shot one mortally, 
one seriously and two slightly 
wounded- by a pistol in the hands of 
a fifth. 

Only the shooter and the one mor- 
tally wounded were engaged in the 
affair— and the latter was unarmed, 
according to the statements of those 
nearest him— and certainly no weap- 
ons were found upon him. 

It was county court day, and an 
unusually large crowd was present 
upon that corner, the place where 
the streets are most thronged. 



| also bruised the skin of his rightarm, 
but did not have sufficient force to 
penetrate. This is probably one of the 
balls that passed through Williamson. 
And finally one passed through the 
fleshy part of the right side of Mr. 
Alex. Snellen, who resides on the 
Owenton pike, inside the city limits. 

Williamson was taken to the store 
of Messrs. Hudson, Humphries & 
Cassell, and for over an hour no one 
was allowed entrance except those 
having business with the affair. Drs. 
James, Williams and Hume did all in 
their power to alleviate the sufferings 
of the wounded man, but it was seen 
that his condition was almost hope- 
less. About one o'clock he was re- 
moved to the Harrod House, across 
the street, where he lingered until 
Tuesday morning at 10:30 o'clock 
and died. 

The most pathetic sight was Wil- 
liamson's little son, about eleven 
years of age, who was with his father 
when he was shot. With tears 
streaming down his face, he refused 
to leave, and stayed with his father 
until the end. 

Messrs. Larkin and Snellen were 
removed to their homes and re- 
ceived prompt medical attention. 
Williams' injuries were slight, and he 
was soon walking around again, 
with his arm in a sling. 

Immediately after the shooting 
Polsgrove was arrested by Marshal 
M. H. P. Williams, jr., who was 
standing near, but was taken so 
completely by surprise that he could 
not reach him until he had emptied 
his pistol, and taken to the office of 
County Judge B. G. Williams. 
Shortly afterward he was allowed to 
walk on the streets in custody of 
Officer Smith, and at one o'clock 
was admited to bail in the sum of

alty of their presence upon the fatal 
spot. 

As near as we could learn from the 
statements of the parties themselves 
and of the nearest bystanders, there 
were no words and no quarrel be- 
tween Ambrose Polsgrove and Jerry 
Williamson at the time of the shoot 
ing. There had, it seems, been a 
family feud between the two men for 
some time past and it culminated 
when Polsgrove, seeing Williamson 
approaching, shouted "Don't look at 
me" or "Don't come near me," and 
commenced firing at him. William- 
son's statement to Squire McDonald, 
made with a full knowledge of his 
condition, is to this effect, and it is 
corroborated by others. 

The effect of those five shots, rash- 
ly fired in the crowd, was such 
a one as the shooter never intended- 
Three balls struck Williamson 
one in the right side and two 
in the back, the latter oom- 
ing out in the breast, one about 
half an inch distant from where the 
first shot lodged. One struck Mr. 
W. B. Larkin, of this city, in the 
back, and ranging upwards, lodging 
at a point in his right breast just be- 
low the shoulder. This wound is a 
serious one. Another passed through 
the fleshy part of the left elbow of 
Mr. Joe Williams, living just below 
the city on the Leestown Pike, and 



m the South Side. They were brothers- 
in-law, Williamson having married 
Polsgrove's sister, and it is said that 
the feud owed its origin to William- 
son's treatment of his wife. 

Wednesday morning an autopsy 
was held upon the body of Williamson 
by Drs. Williams, James, Hume and 
Thompson and the course of the 
balls traced. One passed through 
the muscle of the right arm, entered 
the right side and lodged in the 
breast, showing that Williamson was 
standing with his right side towards 
Polsgrove when shot the first time, 
and the other two entered his back and 
came out at the breast, showing that 
he was going away from Polsgrove 
when shot the second and third 
times. 

Immediately after the autopsy was 
held, Coroner Dehoney held an In 
quest upon the body and the jury re- 
turned the following verdict: 

We, the jury, find that the dead 
body before us is that of Jerry Wil- 
liamson, who was killed and mur 
dered by Ambrose Polsgrove, on the 
2d day of November, 1891.

Ambrose Polsgrove, on Monday, on 
the streets of Frankfort, shot down 
his brother-in-law, Jerry Williamson, 
in the midst of a large crowd at the 
corner of Main and St. Clair streets, 
and wounded three other persons. 
Williamson is now in his grave while 
Polsgrove, in the custody of an offi- 
cer, appears on the streets and at- 
tends theaters while awaiting his ex- 
amining trial. 

The coroner's jury has pronounced 
the killing murder, while the law- 
abiding citizens await the result of 
the final trial with mingled feelings 
of hope and disappointment, hopeful 
that the smooth current of justice 
may mete out to the accused such 
punishment as the gravity of the 
charge may deserve, or, if innocent, 
declare it as readily, but will the 
current of justice be permitted to 
flow undisturbed by passion or false 
sentiment? 

We too soon forget the man that was 
slain and the violation of the law of 
both God and man in his taking off, 
and begin to look for something to 
excuse the slayer. When it is found, 
be it ever so small, the magnifying 
glass of interested friends' efforts 
and sympathy soon increase it so that 
it permeates the whole community 
to such an extent that jurymen com- 
ing to sit in the case have a pre- 
conceived opinion in favor of the 
accused that finds an echo in their 
verdict. 

Mr. Polsgrove may, prior to this 
killing, have enjoyed a large share of 
his neighbors' good opinion and es- 
teem; he may have filled acceptably 
offices of trust at the hands of an ad- 
miring constituency, and we bespeak 
for him a fair and impartial trial, the 
same unprejudiced consideration that 
would be given to the humblest and 
most obscure citizen in the land rest- 
ing under a similar charge, no 
and no less. Had the most miserable 
wretch belonging to the lowest class 
of society, in the midst of the large 
crowd gathered on the streets, fired 
the death-dealing missies, endanger- 
ing the lives of every innocent man,

I have told my friends 
about it whenever I heard of a case 
and never knew it to fail. You get a 
ripe pineapple, squeeze out thejuice, 
and let the patient swallow it. The. 
juice is of so corrosive a nature that 
it will cut out diphtheria mucus, and 
if you will take the fruit before it is 
ripe and give the juice to a person 
whose throat is well it makes the 
mucus membrane of his throat sore.-
